J 
To the study of this subject he gave j 
the most earnest consideration, visiting 
the im m igration stations of the coun­ 
try and putting him self in daily touch 
with the officers charged with the re­ 
sponsibility of adm inistering the im- j 
migration laws. 
T he results of his 
research and labors took the form of 
a speech which w as widely read and 1 
commended. 
Although Senator Fairbanks after­ 
ward took a step higher to the chair­ 
m anship of the C om m ittee on Public 
Buildings and Grounds, his interest in 
t h e ‘ immigration question has never 
abated. 
In the last congress he was 
I second on the com m ittee on irumigra- 
1 tion. 
In the agitation which preceded the 
declaration of war with Spain, Senator 
Fairbanks w as one of the president’s 
closest advisers. 
He w as at the W hite 
H ouse almost daily, participating with 
other m em bers of the administration 
in conferences that lasted not infre­ 
quently far into the night, the purpose 
of which was. if possible, to devise 
som e way to secure the amelioration 
of conditions in Cuba w ithout blood­ 
shed. 
Through this period of popular 
unrest, which at one tim e even threat­ 
ened to overw helm congress. Senator 
Fairbanks stood with tin* cool-headed 
conservatives in support of President 
M cKinley’s policy. 
In May, 1897, he introduced a reso­ 
lution, supposed to have had the sanc­ 
tion of the president, and 
subm it­ 
ted after careful consideration, as a 
solution of the trouble in Cuba. 
It re­ 
quested the president to tender his 
good offices toward securin g a ces sa ­ 
tion of h ostilities 
in Cuba and an 
amelioration of the conditions there. 
Later, when ail pacific m easures failed, 
and the president in a special m es­ 
sage to con gress called at: - ntior. to his 
inability to bring about t rd cr through 
peaceful overtures, and asked congress 
to act, Senator Fairbanks advocated a 
speedy prosecution of the war.

was thoroughly in sym p athy with the 
president’s 
policy 
throughout. 
The 
war over, he vigorously supported the 
peace m easures and voted for the pres­ 
ident’s policies looking to peace and 
the holding of the Philippines.
